ARMS SHIP DISGUISED. 

When on the submarine (the statement went 
on) I overheard conversation from time to 
time about a small Wilson liner which was 
being piloted into Tralee. It had on board 
20,000 rifles and a million rounds of ammuni- 
tion. It was disguised as a timber ship, and 
there were also ten machine guns and bombs 
and fire bombs, and it was said that Dublin 
Castle was to be raided. From that state 
ment, counsel resumed, it appeared that the 
three passengers, Casement, Monteith, and 
Bailey, were put into a small boat and landed 
on the: sands near Ardfert, probably about 
2 o'clock on the morning of Good Friday, 
April 21. On the Thursday night at 9.50 a 
labourer saw a light flashing about half a mile 
out at sea, and it was, probably, not uncon- 
nected with what happened afterwards—prob- 
ably those on board were taking part in 4 
tommon adventure with the prisoners.

SIR,—Á few days ago you published a Toran uaGhies oo vestrey, Lieutenant F. J. 
letter from me on this subject, and have Go 
since published others from various cor- 
respondents, from which it appears that 
there is a body of people in this country 
ardently desirous of devising. a means of 
setiling Irish affairs in a friendly spirit. I 
have also received a number of letters on 
the subject, addressed to me personally, in 
which the writers profess sympathy with my 
purpose, but, in a few instances, express 
doubt of the success of any conference that. 
may be called to consider the question. One 
gentleman, indeed, declares his belief that it 
is hopeless to try to discover a via media in 
Ireland. It seems to me that a thing is cer- 
tainly hopeless so long as people think it 
is hopeless; a man will not make any effert 
to accomplish some purpose if he has con- 
vinced himself that it is useless to do 80; 
and if, as a result of this nerveless despair 
of quiet-minded men, all decisions in this 
country ate to be left to the wild romantics 
among us, then we need look forward in 
Ireland for the rest of time to periodic out- 
i bursts of Easter violence, followed by long, 
dismal interludes of repression and a dingy 
trail of bitter memories. If the reasonable 
people among us can do nothing but despair 
of doing anything, then the sooner we 
cease to exist and permit another race to 
inhabit this island the better it will be for 
the world. 

I believe it is the duty of every. quiet- 
minded man in Ireland to take up the job 
of changing the temper of Ireland. the 
politicians and the romantics have had their 
turn—and the result is a wrecked and 
ruined city, hundreds of dead and wounded 
men and women and children, and thousands 
of young exiles, in whom most of the hope 
and generosity and enthusiasm in Ireland 
aref lodged, lying in English jails. If the 
quiet-minded men will not try to prevent a 
repetition of that, then their responsibility 
is graver than that of the politicians and 
the romantics. We have already ex- 
perienced the effect of Simon Tappertits: 
need we also experience the effect of Mrs. 
Dombeys ? 

It is, perhaps, too soon to call a confer-

MILITARY SERVICE BILL. 

The House having by 163 to 29 votes agreed 
to the suspension of the eleven o’clock rule, 

roceeded to consider the Military bdervice 
Bill as amended in Committee. 

Sir FREDERICK BANBURY moved a new 
clause providing that a conscientious objector 
should not be entitled to exemption from 
the operation of the Act unless he showed that 
on the Ist June, 1914, he was a member of a 
reccgnised religious denomination one of whose 
tenets was opposed to combatant military 
service. He contended that his clause would 
simplify the work of the tribunals, because it 
would provide a definition of a conscientious 
objector. 

Sir GEORGE YOUNGER was sorry “he 
could not support the amendmient. Parliament 
had decided that exemption should be given to 
| conscientious objectors, and he objected to 
the limitation céntained in the amendment, 
which would confine the exemption to mem- 
bers of particular religious denominations. 

Mr. GEORGE BARNES also opposed the 
clause, and said he would rather see the 
chance of exemption of the comscientious ob- 
jectors widened rather than narrowed. Ever 
since the first day of the war he had been in 
favour of prosecuting it with all the national 
resources under our control, but he was bound 
to recognise that there were men who had 
really conscientious objections to combatant 
military service, and he held that Parliament 
was bound to recognise, if not the rights, at 
all events the peculiarities of the individual. 
The proposed clause was absolutely impossible. 
lt narrowed the scope and defeated the object 
of the bill. 

Mr. HOLT, in opposing the amendment, 
said that if a man objected to the war on the 
ground that it was a wicked war he was en- 
titled to exemption, akhough he did not Le- 
lieve there were in this country any such 
persons at the present time. This amendment 
was a goog example of Prussian militarism.

THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES... 

Sir,—Perhaps, you will allow mé the 
courtesy of your space to make a few 
remarks apropos of recent events in Ireland. 

It is universally admitted that the recent 
rising met with no sympathy from nine- 
tenths of the people of. Ireland. The Irish 
Executive was well informed of the existence 
and meaning of the Sinn Fein movement, 
though they undoubtedly under-estimated its 
importance, and it is to my mind one of the 
most extraordinary phenomena in the history 
of civilised government that an Executive 
should have felt itself powerless to deal with 
a movement the nature and objects of which 
did not tommend themselves to so large a 
section of the community immediately con- 
cerned. The moral that I draw is, not so 
much ‘the personal incompetence of Mr. 
Birrell and his official subordinates—that I 
readily grant—as the political and moral 
bankruptcy of the system of governing Ire- 
land with which they were officially 
identified. No doubt Mr. Birrell argued 
somewhat as follows :—‘‘1 cannot crush this 
movement without the use of ferce, and that, 
under present circumstances, will be repre- 
sented as an arbitrary exercise of Executive 
power, which, as Dublin Castle administra- 
tion is not particularly popular in this 
country, will attract to the Sinn Feiners a 
body of sympathy they could not otherwise 
obtain, and give to the movement a political 
importance it could never have if it is 
allowed to perish, as we hope it will, of its 
own inherent absurdity. Besides, our easy 
tolerance a movement in the Northern 
province, of) which this is the logical, though 
unforeseen, outcome, is still fresh in prople’s 
minds, and will hang like a millstone svand 
our necks if we make any attempt to vinai- 
cate the majesty of the law that is flouted 
by these impudent Sinn Feiners.” Mr. 
Redmond admits that his advice tended in 
the same direction, and in the circumstances 
the reason is quite intelligible. 

I cannot help thinking that, if Mr. Red- 
mond had had the actual administration of 
Irish affairs under a system whose political 
centre of gravity was blin and not West- 
minster, he would have found it possible to 
put an end to the Sinn Fein movement, if 
m that case it had ever become dangerous, 
without incurring the odium that unfortu- 
nately attaches itself to an Administration 
which the majority of Irish people regards as 


the result would probably be salutary if 
they could be induced to assume responsi- 
bility for the internal harmony of the 
country that is torn asunder by their dis- 
sensions. “ All Ireland cannot rule these 
two; therefore, let these two rule all Ire- 
land.” 
If any arrangement of this kind is to work 
satisfactorily, in their new ogee they 
would have to regard themselves primarily 
as the head of an Irish Executive, and not 
as the tail of a political dolphin that spouts 
at Westminster and “ serves to lash 
Irish waters into a turmoil. There: is plenty 
of work to be done in the way of unifying 
and co-ordinating the manifold functions of 
the heterogeneous mass of boards that con- 
stitute the unwieldy body gf Irish ad- 
ministration, and there are many reforms of 
a purely administrative character which 
could be undertaken here and now, and 
which would rouse no opposition among 
thoughtful Irishmen on either side of the 
Boyne. All that is. necessary is an Irish 
Executive that really administers, and some 
simple machinery for making the necessary 
legislative adjustments. These proposals are 
of a distinctly tentative character, and, no 
doubt, are susceptible of improvement.—

CLONTARF PARISH CHURCH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—May I correct a very evident error in 
the account in your columns to-day of the 
jubilee of Clontarf Parish Church? It is 
stated in that account that on the 14th May, 
1866, the Most Rev. Dr. Whately, Archbishop 
of Dublin, consecrated the church. Arch- 
bishop Whately was in his grave on the date 
mentioned. He died in October, 1863, and his 
successor, Archbishop Trench, who was conse- 
crated in 1864, was, in May, 1866, Archbishop 
of Dublin. I remember the late Lord Plunket, 
who succeeded Archbishop Trench in the 
Archbishopric, saying that he was married in 
Clontarf Parish Church, and I find that Arch- 
bishop Plunket was married on June Il, 
1865 To the best of my recollection, though 
I cannot speak with an absolute certainty, 
Archbishop Plunket referred to the present 
parish church of Clontarf as the place of his 
wedding. 

The matter is a small one, and, I presume, 
easily capable of being determined. [I call 
attention to it because Clontarf Church is 
dear to me from the fact of the incumbency 
of the late Rev. MacNevin Bradshaw, one of 
the best men who ever ministered in the Irish
